Interestingly, this question was posed to Riley Hollingsworth 2 weeks 
ago as he gave a talk at our local hamfest. He said that he hears 
complaints ALL THE TIME at hamfests about the encroachment of RTTY and 
digital modes into the CW segments of 20 and 40M, and what can be done 
to preserve the CW segments. He said while he hears these complaints 
all the time at hamfests, there are VERY few such complaints received 
by the Commission. Therefore, he said, it's important to voice such 
complaints (and observations) to the FCC to get it on record. He said 
every letter received at the commission *is*x read and cataloged, and 
every tape recording of illegal/interfering comms on the ham bands xisx 
listened to, and has been used to identify and prosecute offenders.

Paul: 
One reason FCC may have gotten few complaints is that operating rtty or 
any of the other digital modes is not illegal anywhere CW is legal, 


except 50.0 - 50.1 and 144.0 - 144.1 mhz. 7040 is perfectly legal. 


It is not even bad practice to operate rtty 7030-7045 during a contest, 


if working stations outside of Region 2. First station to use the 
frequency is the one to which that frequency belongs until that station 
relinqushes it. Those that jump on frequncy and start calling cq with cw 
are the qrmers in this case and are the ones that will be fined if 
caught. 


Petition for EXPANSION of band, not for division. If band gets divided, 
I can just about guarantee that it will be ssb that increases and 
cw/rtty will overlap even more. Maybe something will happen at the WARC 
confernece in 2002 or whenever that will help everyone.

My annual trip to Iowa to see the YL's family included the usual great home 
cooking, etc. But it was even better this year because I got a chance to 
hang out with the Iowa QRP Club folks. If you find yourself in the 
heartland, do stop by for some of their hospitality! 


We had a nice turnout for a NorCal-style Pizza/homebrew event in Ames, 
organized by club president John Burnley, NUOV (burnleyia@home.com). John 
has put together a web site (www1.iastate.edu/~drcase/iowaqrp.html) and 
newsletter for the club. The Fall 1999 newsletter has a great collection of 
well-written articles, including a DDS primer by Jeff Woods, WOODS, and 
John's own experimental results with "fractal" antennas (!). The 32-page, 
8.5x11" effort is impressive given the club's small size--just over 100 
members. (Somehow I stumbled into IAQRP #100. Good timing, I guess :) 


Among the interesting homebrew gear to be seen was perhaps the world's only 
10-meter SST, built by Mike Fitzgibbon, NOMF (mj£itz@uswest.net). Mike's 
SST is based on the Wilderness Radio design but uses several small 
“alternative construction" PC boards and some extra RF stages to boost 
sensitivity. A full write-up on this rig appears in the same IAQRP 
newsletter. 


The highlight of the evening was our visit to the Iowa State radio club 
station. We even had one ISU student with us, adding a certain amount of 
legitimacy to the operation. Having struck out in trying to make contacts 
from the basement of the Pizza Hut using the 15 m whip, we were now able to 
connect my K2 to a serious antenna (a three-element beam on the roof of the 
hall--so what if it was stuck pointing NW?). This gave the younger members 
of the QRP club a chance to try their hand at QRP SSB. We also worked ZD8Z 
off the back of the beam using CW/split.

We were on the 7th floor of the Holiday Inn for our trip to Iowa this year, 
and this elevation seemed to help when I rigged for "stealth" operation 
(i.e., Lillian and baby were off visiting grandma). We were so loaded down 
with baby-related gear, I was only able to bring a K2, mic, and a very tiny 
15-meter Mizuho telescoping whip. I'll have to try Vern Wright's neat 
little sliding-coil whip antenna on the Christmas trip to San Diego. 


I had no way to get the whip outside, so I simply connected it to the back 
of the rig and hoped for the best. Since I had an internal auto-tuner, 
getting a 1:1 match was painless. However, I experimented with several 
different ground radial configurations, and confirmed what I'd learned from 
previous field operations: with a poor antenna, the ground system is the 


deciding factor! Here are the configurations I tried: 


(1) No radials: forget it! Poor match, and you can feel RF on the mic. 
(2) One 25' (untuned) radial: better match, but still some RF tingle. 
(3) Two tuned (11') radials: great match, no RF problems. 


In case (3), the radials were deployed at 90-degree angles along two walls, 
with the operating position in one corner. 


Fortunately, an "RF tingle" at 5 watts is unlikely to be fatal, except for 
the microscopic dust-mites hitch-hiking on your lip. But it x*isx* 
disconcerting and should be avoided. It probably indicates that the rig is 
part of the antenna, a situation that could lead to RF feedback into the 
mic or other circuitry. I think this issue has received too little 
attention, but that is likely to change as QRP SSB operation becomes more 
popular. (A mic is much more sensitive to RF problems than a key!) 


To eliminate the RF on the chassis and mic in case (2) above, I inserted an 
RF isolation choke between the rig and the antenna/ground system. This 
completely cured the RF problem, and as a bonus allowed me to match the 
whip on 40-10 meters despite the radial being nonresonant on every band. 
The RF isolation choke was made using a binocular core with a few turns of 
#24 enamel wire (twisted pair), although this could be improved upon by 
using RG174 coax and a larger core. (I'm working on an isolation choke of 
this type and will post complete construction details.) 


Of course the whip had less than exciting performance on the lower bands, 
but on 15 meters I managed to bag Argentina and Uraguay, each on one call 
using 5 watts. Not bad for an indoor whip! 


One last comment: Connecting a whip directly to the back of the rig should 
only be done in a pinch. (Exception: Eric Swartz, WA6HHQ does most of his 
operating from Chinese restaurant tables and has no choice ;) The weight 
of the whip puts excessive stress on the BNC connector, especially if the 
tilt-stand is used.

I think you're right Ron, but it's not the CW requirement that's 
at issue. It's the constant bickering over whether it SHOULD 

be an issue. The contant bickering that always seens to 
deteriorate into name calling and one side refering to the 

other as CBers and Appliance Operators and the other side 
calling back as elitist snobs and no-nothings. 


What it's doing is showing new HAMs that CW is a controversy 

to be avoided. So they avoid it, and as a result either condem 
it or at best decide it's a detriment to the hobby just from the 
controversy. 


And sorry to say, your lumping non-CW people by implication 
with 'apliance operators' rubs me raw. I've built a lot of my 
station. I've built from bare PCBs converters for 2.3Gig, and 
PLL systems. I've built my own 2M SSB transverter from 

a bag of parts and blank PC boards, making one of the three 
boards in my transverter myself, my own design, from 

scratch, with the other two Hamtronics kits from articles in 
the ARRL handbook. 


And I'm sick of the CW anti-CW controversy. I haven't run CW 
seriously (when I used my Swan with a straight key. Heck, I've 
NEVER even had a mic for it!) since 1985, and not at all since 
about 1992 or so, when I played some on 10M with my HTX-100. 


And you know what? Seeing this fight continue doesn't make 

me want to get my old key out, it makes me want to fight to 

end it. Just because I'm sick of the belly-aching. Of the 
implied "You're an appliance operator", of the implicit snobery 
of your post. And your post prompted me to send off another 
letter to the ARRL, the FCC, and NCI in support of that. 


Just think. When CW goes as a requirement, and it will 
eventually, how will it be handled? Will the CW subbands 
continue to exist and be protected? Or will the backlash 
from this controversy cause CW protected areas to be 

cut, and eventually minimized as much as possible? I know 
what "I" think will happen. 


Look at it with an open mind. Not with arrogant snobery, 
elitism, or with paranoia, but realistically. And see the 
destructiveness of post like yours. And decide what you 
can do to bring people in that will ENJOY CW, and give 
justification to keeping the protected areas. Or do you 
want to be a matyr for the cause as it's flushed down 

the toilet?

I was out in the shack since about 9 a.m. local, listening around on 15 & 
10, trying to figure out how I was gonna run that copper pipe loop that 


I'd been fiddling with before the SSB & 160m options arrived. Still ain't 
too sure about it. Got a cable through the back wall of the outhouse & up 
to the loop. Scobbed the drive motor from the vertical tuner (never 
really worked that great anyway) & posted the beast in the shed, against 
the back wall. 


Probably have about 75 ft of cable run between the radio & the loop. It's 
about 6 ft from the front wall to the back, barely enough room to lay 
down in. So there's too much coax. It does tune with the little motor, 
but much much too sharp for me. Be better if I could hand tune it. Like 
climb up on the ladder & mess with it every time. So I used the motor. 


By the time I got this far, most of the serious Eu DX had gone on to 
California & I was hearing folks in Chicago &c on 15 SSB. Serious bad 
timing. 


The whole thing makes me more and more sure every day that I need to conn 
the family into getting me tower sections for Christmas. I can get 
underwear any time of the year, same with tools & other such junk. The 
tower is one of those "pleasant surprises" that I could smile at during 
Christmas & wait until spring to pile it all up on the base what's left 
from last year's experiment. 


And rebuild the beam. Still waiting for those fiberglass pole pieces to 
show up. Pretty sure I sent the order. Better check my briefcase . 
things get lost in there. 


The K2 10m frequency is occasionally active.

Hello Bill, 

Sounds like you might have the shift set to wide, most amateur baudot 
is 170 hz shift, also in the tune mode, set your center frequency for 
1360 hz on baudot and around 700 hz when operating cw. I originally had 
the Hamcom converter and had no problems copying RTTY with it. The only 
reason I switched to the BayPac was so that I could do packet with it. I 
guess I should add that it takes a fairly solid signal to decode RTTY 
with the Hamcom, it's not real good at pulling stations out of the noise. 

But, the little BayPac is a worthwhile investment if you want to do 
digital comms without spending a lot of greenbacks !

Gang, 

The CQWW contest, on-going as we speak (until 2400Z sun. nite) shows the 
high solar flux is indeed producing excellent propagation. I have worked 
China to Morocco on 10M in about an hour of piddling around. 


Yesterday (saturday) the sun produced a major X-class flare and two 
M-class flares for high solar activity. However, their effects on the 
earth will not arrive until well after the contest. 


FOR THE CONTEST ... solar flux will remain around 165 (169 saturday), 
which while dropping right now, still plenty of flux for good HF 
conditions. The only threatening condition is the possible arrival 

later today (sunday) of the particle radiation from an M-class flare and 
CME (coronal mass ejection) thursday. It will likely hit right around the 
end of the contest period, which may cause a geomagnetic disturbance 
(active to minor storm levels), which will primarily be noticed only on 

40 and 80M as bursty static and high noise levels. But the upper bands 
should remain nice until the end of the contest. 


Yesterday, 10M "shut-down" right at sun-down as one would expect, but 

15M remained active well after sun-down. So those of you on the east 
coast US, where the contest runs a bit after sundown, 15M should continue 
to sport QSO's right up to the buzzer. And certainly 20M. 


AFTER THE CONTEST ... I would expect conditions on 40M to be kinda rocky 
over the next few days as the effects of thursday's and saturday's X and 
M-class flares reaches us. The positions on the sun of these flares does 
not indicate we'll take a direct hit, but a mere glancing blow, but still, 


sufficient to cause some disturbances to our magnetic field and elevated 
noise levels on the lower bands. 


Piddle around with CQWW a bit ... you'll enjoy it. With QRP (and frankly, 
a little code speed - those ops are out for blood!), you should beable to 
work some impressive DX in as little as an hour on 10 and 15M. Conditions 
are generally pretty good right now.
